To Supply Average Rural family 
Itself, Is View of Cohan AHm* In- 
vestigating Coata.

Frankfort, Ky. — Farmers of Ken- 
tucky are urgad to increase their crop 
plantinga tliia year. Commissioner of 
Agriculture Cohen addressing them to 
that effect. He says: 

"After an earnest and careful iaves- 
tigation in this state relative to the 
high coot <tf food pioducta— the aoces- 
•iCles of life— the ImisIc cause Is that 
the farmers of Kentucky during 1916 
failed to plant and produce a sufficient 
amount of food products, not alone to ] 
supply {he local demand, but an inade- 
qnata amonnt tor their own fhmily con- 
sumption, and are today bayora la Um 
open market for such. 

*7he citizens of the cities and towns 
aro not expected and can not plant 
and -produce theae neeeaattiea, thus 
relying upon the farmers, and when 
both country and city people become 
competitive buyers in the open mar- i 
ket for these products, it is no wonder 
that~prieoa aoar t6 tkt pr aae at an- 
reasonable ^vprntioaa. 

"The first duty the fanner owes to 
his family is the production of a suf- 
ficient amount of food products to sus- 
tain and feed the members of that 
household. Tlila beingndone they are 
independent. Then conserve the prod- 
ucts at hand. At this time there are 
many efforts being put forth to teach 
the need and advantage of conserva- 
tion of home producta. It ia done 
through orgaaiawd work, tlirongfa bul- 
letins and thnapgh timfhiag. and for- 
tunate is the farmer who has learned 
this lesson of production and conserva- 
tion. In tliia aray he will be aurprised 
to Had to what an extant this larger 
production and caring for the surplus 
stock will mean in money in his pocket 
and sustaaaaoa to hia follow beings.

Waslhngton. — President WHson has 

informed the country in a statement 
that he may be without power to arm 
merchant ships and take other steps 
to meet the Ciermaa snbnuurine men* 
ace in the aibeence of anthority from 
Congress. An extra session of Con- 
gress, the President says, is required 
to clothe him with authority, but it is 
useless to call one while the 'Senate 
works nnder the preseat mleo which 
permit a small minority to keep an 
overwhelming majority from acting. 

The President proposes, therefore, 
that the special session of the Senate, 
which he has eidled, revlso the mles 
"to supply the means of action and 
save the countrj- from disaster." 

"A little group of willful men." says 
the President in his statement, "repre- 
senting no opinion hot th^ own, have 
rendered the great government of the 
United States helpless and contempt- 
ible." The PresideBt's stnt— sent in 
full follows: 

"The termlnatioa <a the Itai session 
of the Sixty-fourth Congress by con- 
stitutional elimination discloses a sit- 
uation unparalleled in the history of 
the country, perhaps in the history of 
any modem sovemment. In the innne- 
diate presence of a crisis fraught with 
more subtle and far-reaching possibil- 
ities of national danger than any other 
country has known within the whole 
history of its international relations, 

the Congress has been onable to act 
either to safeguard tiie country or to 

vindicate the elementary rights of its 
citizens. More than 500 of the 531 
meniber.s of the two houses were ready 
and anxious to act; the House of Re^ 
resentntives hnd acted, by nn over^ 
whelming majority, but the Senate was 
unable to act because a little group of 
11 Senators had detemUned thnt it 
should not." 

At the same time the P resi d en t an* 
thorized the further statement that 
what rendered the situation even more 
grave than it had been supposed that 
it was, was the discovery that while 
thQ_President vatd€r his goneml eoastl. 
tutional powers could do much of what 
he had ssked the Congress to empower 
him to do, it had been found that there 
were certain old statutes as yet unre- 
pealed which rai.'ied insuperable prac- 
tical obstacles and may nullity his 
iwwer.

time, and Thomas R. Marshall has 
come into his own as vice president of 
the United States for the second time 
in company with the chief executive. 

For several allots prior to tha ta> 
angoTBtion. Waahtngton was a flood of 
light. Thousands of American citizens 
came to the capital of their nation 
from all over the United States to wit- 
ness the ceremonies attending tha ta> 
angnratloa. The sitnation of the conn- 
try in re fe rence to Its foreign relations 
added more than a touch of serious- 
ness and a distinct flavor of patriotism 
to the entire procee<Jlng8. Washington 
Is a dtj Of flags at all times, bat it

President Wilson drove from the White

Big Crowds, Many Flags. 
Prom an early hour the sidewalks 
were crowded with persons waiting to 
see the president and "the first lady 
of the land" pass along the avenue to 
the place of the oath-taking. AU the 
wtedows eonmrandlng a view of Penn- 
sylvania aventie also were crowded 
with onlookers. The red, white and 
bine was everywhere in evidenoe. The 
only foreign flags to be seen in Wash- 
ington were those flying from the flag- 
poles of the foreign embassies and 
legations which, even though they are 
located in the city of Washington, are 
recognised as being foreign tenltacy.

Woodrow Wilson said in a firm 
volee^ 1 to," aad he baeama for toe 
second time president of tb» IMtad 
States of America. 

Then the president delivered bis in- 
angural address and on its conclusion 
lie SMde his way wHh Mrs. misaa to 





his carriage and was driven slowly to 

the White House at the bend of the 
procession formed in honor of the in- 
augural ceremonies. 

Luncheon Deferred for Parade. 
In years past the presidential party 
always has entered the White House 
for luncheon prior to the review of 
the parade from the stand in front of 
the executive msnsi<wi. This invaria- 
bly in toe past caused sacfa a delay 
that It was decided this year to do 
away with the luncheon feature. 

President Wilson with Mrs. Wilson, 
toe Vice President and Mrs. Marshall, 
aad two members cf Ms csMnet went 
immediately to the little inclosed struc- 
ture, much like a sentry box, which 
had been built in the middle of the 
great grandstand in front of the White 
House and from which the chkf SB^ 
cptive viewed the parados. 

It was the gravity of toe tnatton 
In connection with our fordgn affairs 
which gave to the Inaugural ceremo- 
nies their serious tone and patriotic 
features. The parade of the day was 
largely oritltary In Its nature, althooi^ 
there were in the procession many 
bodies which In a sense might be said 
to represent the spirit of industrial 
preparedness of the United States for 
any eventuality which might come. 
Mahamp of the P r ecss s le n. 
At toe forefront of toe parade as It 
left the Capitol were, of course, the 
president and the vice president of the 
United States with their guards of 
honor.

Mar- 
shall were escorted by the Black Horse 
troop of the Culver Military academy, 
Tndlans, the state at whidi toe vice 
prcsMent and Us wito are natives 

The West Point cadets and the An- 
napolis cadets took part in the proces- 
sion. In addition to these young sol- 
dlor and sslknr OTgsnlsatlons toere was 
as larie a u p r ses atatl e n ef tha forces 
of the United States as properly could 
be spared from post and garrison duty. 
In addition there were troops froni 
Delaware, Pennsylvania, ^New Jersey, 
Maryland, ''Hrglnla, aad' aoilie other 
states of toe UaMa n ptrnma n g the 
National Ctaard. 

A patriotic and picturesque feature 
of the ceremonies attending the inau- 
guration was supplied by the rapidly 
thinning ranks of the Giand.Amiy of 
the Repobile. Jn years past toa sol* 
diers of the war between the states 
have made the entire length of the line 
of march, but this year the distance 
which they tramped waa shortened. 
They added to toe pictara of toe pa- 
rade as toey moved by the pvealdential 
reviewing stand wito toelr old flags 
above them. 

At night Washington was aglow 
with fireworks and with the combined 
eOecta of gas and dectzlc Ught iUumi-

Good ^lock fodder is good roughage i 
to carry stock cattle in winter, but I 
alone It is not sufficient.

Experiments at the Illi- 
nois station show that broken ear corn 
Is practically as good as com and cob 
meal from the stsndpelht of beef pro- 
dtictleii, whHe hogs fMlowlng cattle 
tous fed, make three to four times as 
much gain as those following cattle 
getting com and cob meal. 

It will pay to ase a little purchased 
feed aadi aa tat t e as itd meal, evea at 
relatl^ly high prices. Don't depend 
on com fodder and com alone to carry
